An ice needle that stops the tremors of 
dvak ing palsy and an artificial liver that can 
rescue KMne patients from coma are just 
two of the new medical techniques reported 
to delegates attcsidmg the American Medical 
Association cotivention at Chicago. 
A New York neurosurgeon jabs an “icicle** 
k ito the brain of the palsy vidim and in 
t cases out of 10 the tro/en surgery stops 
tremors—“painlessly, bloodlissly and rela­ 
tively safely” 
During the operation, the patient. 
uiK ler 
local anesthesia, remains wide awak e and 
can hear the doctor throughout the surgery. 
The "icicle,** the neurosurgeon told the 
AM.\, is a special one in which he can con­ 
trol the temperature dowm to S? degrees 
below i^ro Fahrenheit. With it he d^troys 
"mflsbehaving** parts of the brain—the parts 
that cause the .» diakes. 
To prove the success of the new technique, 
a half-dozen of his patients were marched 
in front of the delegates after thay had been 
shown a film of tl« same patients before 
the operation. One of the patients, a 12- 
y-ear-old girl, shook uncontrollably in the 


film. At the meeting, she walk ed gracefully 
and back home in New York she is enrolled 
in a special school for honor students. 
The ‘icicle” antiquates the scalpel, elec­ 
tricity and chemicals in the treatment of 
palsy and certain other nervous disorders. 
Experiments are already under way to ex­ 
plore the technique’s applicaticm to cancer 
treatment. 
The artificial liver was developed by a 
team of three surgeons at Jefferson Medi­ 
cal College at Philadelphia. It is a tube 
filled with special resins which remove ex­ 
cess ammonia 
from 
the 
blood 
passing 
through it. The exces.s ammonia 
is one 
cause of coma and death. 
The liver has brought 5 of 10 patients 
treated thus far out of their comas. In 
most of the failures, the patients were 
bleeding internally before the blood cleans­ 
ing treatment was tried. 
Though AMA’s accu.sed of meddling in 
politics on the Kennedy medical care hill, 
it is plain that some of its number have 
lioen devoting time to the advancement of 
medical science.

*Die old nddle "How high is up?” has 
tak en on new meaning in the space age. 
Legal experts, intent on extending the rule 
of law to outer space, have found virtually 
no agreement on where air space ends and 
outer space begins. Until that question is 
answered, the limitless region beyond the 
earth’s atmosjrfiere is lik ely to remain a 
potentially dangerous arena of the cold war. 
Both the United State« ami the Soviet Union 
have rect^ized the need to .subject activ­ 
ities in space to some degree of interna­ 
tional regulation. 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev suggested in 
a letter to President Kennedy. March 21, 
that the two countries tak e the lead in 
drafting a legal code for outer space. 
But the two .space powers were unable to 
reach agreement w'hen the legal .subcom- 
nuttee of the U N. Gmmuttee on Peaceful 
Uses of Outer 
Space met 
recently 
m 
Geneva. 
A set of Soviet proposals, presented to the 
Rubcomroittee on Jime 7, was rejected by 
U.S. delegate, Leonard Meek er. He objected 
particularly to a proposal that would in ef­ 
fect have given Mascow tl» right to veto 
any space project. The subcommittee 
ad­ 
journed. June 20, without coming to an ac­ 
cord on any question before it.

In modern times it became generally ac­ 
cepted as authority for claim.s that the ter­ 
ritorial .sovereignly of states, in the afeence 
of a convention to the contrary, has a sk y­ 
ward extension. 
Since W'orld War II. however, the idea 
has tak en hold that there are practical 
limits to national sovereignty over the sk ies. 
As many legal authorities have 
pointed 
out, the doctrine that sovereignty extend.s 
infinitely upward is refuted by the farts of 
astronomy. Because of the rotation of the 
earth, the rector of space over a given 
point on the ground 
ls constantly changing. 


NEITHEIR THIS country nor the Soviet Un­ 
ion has officially endorred any of the pro­ 
posed air space-outer space boundaries. Sug­ 
gested altitudes range all the way from ,19 
miles to infinity. 
Andrew G, Haley, president of the Irter- 
national Astronautical Union, attempted to 
find a boundary related to aerodynamic 
principles. He came up with the “Karman 
line,” a curve that connects the points at 
which aerodjmamic flight ceases and centrif­ 
ugal force tak es over. The Karman line 
would be about 55 miles above the earth. 
An agreement to limit u.se of outer space 
solely to peaceful purpo.ses might prove an 
embarrassment to the United States. Such a 
pact presumably would outlaw this country’s 
“spy” satellites, reveral of w'hich are re­ 
ported now to be scanning Russian and 
Chinese territory. This .situation may ac­ 
count in part for the cautious approach to 
formulation of space law that was dis­ 
played by tlie 
American 
ddq» ation 
at 
Geneva.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Now that 
the dust has settled a bit after 
the explosive argument over the 
Supreme Court’s prayer decision, 
it may be in order to exanmne 
the decision’s effects' 
Just what does it do and what 
doesn’t it do? 
It does not mean: 
'That “In God We Trust" will 
disappear from the corns in your 
pock et; 
That “in God is our trust” will 
vanish from the nation’s official 
anthem, “'The Star-Spangled Ban­ 
ner;” 
'That the Supreme Court crier 
will have to stop crying: “God 
save the United States and this 
honorable court;” 
'The decision does mean: 
That no government official or 
group of officials anywhere in the 
United States has the legal right 
to mak e up an official prayer and 
sanction its use m schoolrooms. 
*11« decision Is at once narrow 
in scope and broad in possible 
implications. It w'as based on the 
constitutional prohibition against 
laws “respecting an e.stabli^ment 
of religion.” 
The court majority said this 
prohibition “must at least mean 
that in this country it is no part 
of the business of government to 
compose official prayers for any 
group of the American people to 
recite as part of a rehgious pro­ 
gram carried on by government.” 
*11115 sentence, as it goes alwig, 
seems to limit more arai more 
the scope of the decision. And it 
does. But iK)te the two words “at 
lea.st.” 
They imply that the establish­ 
ment clause, in the opinion of the 
court majority, may forbid a lot 
of other things the justices do not 
mention because they were not up 
for a decision. 
What about the reading of the 
Bible m public schools, for ex- 


ample? The decision does not 
mention this. But since there are 
many different versions of the 
Bible, not to speak of the Koran 
and other religious book s, who i.s 
to select the one to he read? 
Some public officeholders, such as 
school board members, or persons 
de.signated by them? 
Would Bible reading in public 
schools get by the Supreme Court 
as presently constituted? It would 
seem not, unless the Bible were 
read as part of a course in litera­ 
ture or history. (The court deci­ 
sion noted that “the history of 
man is inseparable from the his­ 
tory of religion.) 
Studying the attitude of the 
present court there seems little 
chance that any broad program 
of federal aid to education in 
panxhial or other church-connect­ 
ed schools would get by, if en­ 
acted. 
But the majority opmion did say 
it was not k nock ing religious lan­ 
guage out of “'The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” 
or 
interfering 
with 
many olher “manifestations in 
our public life of belief in God.” 
“Such patriotic or ceremonial 
occasions,” 
the majority said, 
“bear no true resemblance to dw 
unquestioned religious exercise” 
which New York school authori­ 
ties inaugurated in the schools 
and which was struck down by 
the tribunal. 
Many religious people are try­ 
ing to find w'ays to preserve 
prayer in public schools.

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Two Medical Miracles 


An ice needle that stops the tremors of 
shaking palsy and an artificial liver that can 
rescue some patients from coma are just 
two of the new medical techniques reported 
to delegates attending the American Medical 
Association convention at Chicago. 
A New York neurosurgeon jabs an “icicle” 
into the brain of the palsy victim and in 
9 cases out of IO the frozen surgery stops 
tremors—“painlessly, bloodlessly and rela­ 
tively safely.” 
During the operation, the patient, under 
local anesthesia, remains wide awake and 
can hear the doctor throughout the surgery. 
The “ icicle,” the neurosurgeon told the 
AMA, is a special one in which he can con­ 
trol the temperature down to 58 degrees 
below rem Fahrenheit. With it he destroys 
“misbehaving” parts of the brain—the parts 
that cause the shakes. 
To prove the success of the new technique, 
a half-dozen of his patients were marched 
in front of the delegates after thay had been 
shown a film of the same patients before 
the operation. One of the patients, a 12- 
year-old girl, shook uncontrollably in the 


film At the meeting, she walked gracefully 
and back home in New York she is enrolled 
in a special school for honor students. 
The 'icicle” antiquates the scalpel, elec­ 
tricity and chemicals in the treatment of 
palsy and certain other nervous disorders. 
Experiments are already under way to ex­ 
plore the technique’s application to cancer 
treatment. 
The artificial liver was developed by a 
team of three surgeons at Jefferson Medi­ 
cal College at Philadelphia. It is a tulle 
filled with special resins which remove ex­ 
cess ammonia 
from 
the 
blood 
passing 
through it. The excess ammonia 
is 
one 
cause of coma and death. 
The liver has brought 5 of IO patients 
treated thus far out of their comas. In 
most of the failures, the patients were 
bleeding internally before the blood cleans­ 
ing treatment was tried.

Court's Prayer Decision Reviewed 


The old riddle “How high is up?” has 
taken on new meamng in the space age.

Andrew 0. Haley, president of the Irter* 
national Astronautical Union, attempted to 
find a boundary related 
to aerodynamic 
principles. He came up with the "Karman 
line,” a curve that connects the points at 
which aerodynamic flight ceases and centrif­ 
ugal force takes over. The Karman line 
w’ould be about 55 miles above the earth. 
An agreement to limit use of outer space 
solely to peaceful purposes might prove an 
embarrassment to the United States. Such a 
pact presumably would outlaw this country's 
“spy” satellites, several of which are re­ 
ported now to be scanning Russian and 
Chinese territory. This situation may ac­ 
count in part for the cautious approach to 
formulation of space law that was dis­ 
played by 
the 
American 
delegation 
at 
Geneva.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Now that 
the dust has settled a bit after 
the explosive argument over the 
Supreme Court’s prayer decision, 
it may be in order to examine 
the decision’s effects: 
Just what does it do and what 
doesn’t it do? 
It does not mean: 
That “In God We Trust" will 
disappear from the coins in your 
pocket; 
That "in God is our trust” will 
vanish from the nation’s official 
anthem, “The Star-Spangled Ban­ 
ner;” 
That the Supreme Court crier 
will have to stop crying: “God 
save the United States and this 
honorable court:” 
The decision does mean: 
That no government official or 
group of officials anywhere in the 
United States has the legal right 
to make up an official prayer and 
sanction its use in schoolrooms. 
Tile decision is at once narrow 
in scope and broad in jxtssible 
implications. It was based on the 
constitutional prohibition against 
law’s “respecting an establishment 
of religion.” 
The court majority said this 
prohibition “must at least mean 
that in this country it is no pari 
of the business of government to 
compose official prayers for any 
group of the American people to 
recite as part of a religious pro­ 
gram carried on by government .” 
This sentence, as it goes along, 
seems to limit more and more 
the scope of the decision. And it 
does. But note the two words “at 
least.” 
They imply that the establish­ 
ment clause, in the opinion of the 
court majority, may forbid a lot 
of other things the justices do not 
mention because they were not up 
for a decision. 
What about the reading of the 
Bible rn public schools, for ex­ 


ample? The decision does not 
mention this. But since there are 
many different versions of the 
Bible, not to speak of the Koran 
and other religious books, who is 
to select the one to he read? 
Some public officeholders, such as 
school board members, or persons 
designated by them? 
Would Bible reading in public 
schools get by the Supreme Court 
as presently constituted? It would 
seem not, unless the Bible were 
read as part of a course in litera­ 
ture or history. (The court deci­ 
sion noted that “the history of 
man is inseparable from the his­ 
tory of religion.) 
Studying the attitude of the 
present court there seems tittle 
chance that any broad program 
of federal aid to education in 
parochial or other church-connect­ 
ed schools would get by, if en­ 
acted. 
But tile majority opinion did say 
it was not knocking religious lan­ 
guage out of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner.”

interfering 
with 
many other “manifestations in 
our public life of belief in God.”

LISBON 
The Portuguese are now com­ 
ing to regard the political trem­ 
ors and rumblings that period­ 
ically shake their country with 
the same air of detachment as 
people adopt 
who live 
rn 
an 
earthquake belt. 
Last month’s series of tremors 
has not noticeably affected the 
regime, and once again Portugal 
under 
the 
summer 
sun 
has 
slipped back to its old indolent 
manner. 
Lisbon's 
third 
International 
F a i r opened recently with ex­ 
tra foreign interest; the Ameri­ 
cans have started work on their 
872,8 million bridge across the 
Tagus, and Britain is exporting 
more 
to 
Portugal 
than 
ever 
before. 
Lisbon shops are full of adap­ 
tations of the latest Fans cre­ 
ations at prices somewhat high­ 
er than a year or so ago, and 
cafes everywhere are crowded as 
usual 
with 
nurcaucratic 
males 
discussing over brandy and cof­ 
fee anything but politics. 


SOME 
FIND 
the 
prevailing 
calm oppressive. 
Although 
the 
regime is unpopular and many, 
particularly the young, are hun­ 
gry for change, the vast major­ 
ity of Portuguese, either 
from 
fear or from political atrophy, 
are content to sit meekly wait­ 
ing for the other man to make 
the first move. 
So in Portugal something is al­ 
ways on the brink of happening, 
but seldom does. The barbs of 
years 
of despotism 
sting 
hu­ 
miliatingly but nobody has ef­ 
fectively eased them. Those who 
have tried have usually failed 
through lack of support. 
The risk to the professional 
and well-to-do classes of losing 
their Victonan-style comfortable 
standard of living is a challenge 
to change, si lice most Portuguese 
are aware that any alternative 
regime, and not necessarily one 
of the far left, would have to 
take steps to level out die social 
inequalities. 
There also is the hard core of 
conservatives, who believe stoi­ 
cally and obtusely that if Hie 
present regime goes, communism 
will automatically flourish in its 
place. 
If one were to take notice of 
government 
propaganda. 
the 
Communists are already pulling 
strings in youth groups. Catholic 
Action, student life and the Boy 
Scout movement. 
Even if the Communists are as 
regimented 
and 
purposeful 
as 
they are professed to be, and 
there is no reason to disbelieve 
this, their reception among the 
workers so far has been flaccid. 
However, few thinking Portu­ 
guese would dismiss recent sub­ 
versive 
Communist 
demonstra 
bons out of hand 
Most agree 
that clandestine groups will con­ 
tinue to surface and attempt to 
exploit 
the 
workers’ discontent 
and that it would be witless to 
disregard their political signifi­ 
cance or potential. After all time 
is on them side 
For the moment, the most dis­ 
turbing and pressing element con­ 
fronting the government is 
the 
student unrest, which is proving 
itself to be the must unified and 


defiant opposition Premier Sala­ 
zar’s regime 
has yet encoun­ 
tered. 
Some 15,000 student* are in­ 
volved and, faced with their aca­ 
demic solidarity, the government 
has been surprisingly impotent. 
Student leaders have been arrest­ 
ed but the passive act of protest 
against state control of univer­ 
sity life goes on. 
The universities are now dosed 
except for the taking of exams 
but the crisis will surely flare 
up anew after the aummer va­ 
cation. 


AT THE O U T S E T of their 
campaign the .students had the 
sweeping support of their teach­ 
ers. but. a few noticeable excep­ 
tions apart, this has gradually 
withered away. 
Overt criticism (rf government 
action has been subdued by the 
threat of victimization. 
Thirty- 
three university professors were 
sacked in one day in 1948. 
It is the positive action taken 
by the students that makes their 
case different from anything that 
has happened in Portugal before 
It is a vital, youthful force ad­ 
mittedly concerned only with the 
betterment of the students them­ 
selves. 
It is not un - Christian and it 
does not aim at the overthrow 
of the regime. It’s main concern 
is with ethics, not politics. But 
by its example it might shake 
the country out the present trau­ 
matic political inertia that allows 
nine 
million 
Portuguese 
to 
knuckle under to what free na­ 
tions considei unmitigated indig­ 
nities, 
and 
which 
might 
land 
them eventually under a much 
more effective form of totalitar­ 
ianism than under Dr. Salazar’s 
old-fashioned dictatorship

Here’s House 
For Summer 


PORTLAND. Ore. — Anyone for 
a summer-lorg, all-expense-paid, 
luxury cruise? 
.Sound good? Well, you might 
win one in a current box top con­ 
test, but don’t bank on it. Better 
to put y our effort.s towards con­ 
verting y our back y ard into a 
luxurious vacation spot. It can be 
done, and with more success and 
less cost than you might imagine. 
A summer house set at t he 
back y ard property line will give 
any family a lifetime of warm 
weather vacationing. Simple de­ 
sign and construction spiced with 
imagination can produce a migh­ 
ty exotic look ing back y ard vaca­ 
tion home with real inside-the- 
hou.se comfort. 
The most important element of 
the summer house will be its 
floor. For this, a 
wood deck , 
which does not retain or reflect 
heat, would be ideal. 
If the deck is 
built 
slightly 
above ground level so that neith­ 
er deck ing nor structural mem- 
fx>rs come in contact with the 
earth, treated wood is not need­ 
ed. Beams should he set on con­ 
crete footings which rise at least 
four inches above the ground and 
extend 12 inches below for stabili­ 
ty. Deck boards are 2-by-4 or 2- 
by-6-inches in size and should be 
either long-wearing fir or red­ 
wood. Space the deck boards a 
quarter inch apart when lay ing 
them to provide adequate drain­ 
age for rain water. 
After the floor for the summer 
house is in place, add framing 
for walls and a roof. The walls 
do not need to enclose the deck , 
but you will want to position and 
design them to screen the sum­ 
mer house 
f r o m neighboring 
y ards. Probably the best idea is 
to extend the walls as perimeter 
fencing for the back y ard using 
a board-on-board pattern, verti­ 
cal louvers, or a plain board 
fence. 
The roof should be positioned 
to shade at least part of the deck 
so that you can escape from the 
sun during the hot hours. Use a 
simple egg crate structure on post 
and beam framing and cover it 
with sheets of white or yellow 
fiberglass. Slant the roof to the 
back to let ram water nin off. 
Once these essentials are built, 
you can turn y our attention to 
accessories. Consider adding ben­ 
ches for permanent seating and 
a fireplace for barbecuing a n d 
bonfires-

But just as important, if not 
more so, is the neighborhood price 
I range It is a fact that, except in 
times of a housing shortage, peo­ 
ple will not spend a great deal 
more for a house than others m

desirable improvement.s. 
i 
The big question is how much 
more are they willing to spend for 
such a house? We put that ques­ 
tion up to Dr. Kurt Flexner, the 
director of 
mortgage financing 
of the American Bank ers Associa­ 
tion, and got this reply: 
“ More and more appraisers are 
giving due recognition to the add­ 
ed mark et value of a house with 
the right sort of improvements. 
Since bank s are dealing with de­ 
positors’ funds, their appraisers 
naturally must be conservative in 
mak ing their decisions. 
“But they are not bound by any 
outmoded notions that would tend 
to discourage desirable home ex­ 
pansions and modernization. They 
are, in fact, free to set a price 
tag on an improved house that 
can be as much as 25 per cent 
higher than the average level in 
the neighborhood. 
“While any fixed formula or 
rule would obviously be unrealis­ 
tic, the owner of a $25,000 home 
in a neighborhood where 
m o s t 
homes run about the same price 
would do well generally to set 
a $5,000 limit for improvements 
on which he expect.s to get his 
money back at sale time.” 
All this, of course, has nothing 
to do with the home owner who 
is interested in mak ing his home 
larger, more comfortable a n d 
more attractive and who is not 
too concerned about whether he 
eventually gets his improvement 
money back . 
This might be the ca.se, for ex­ 
ample, where a family needs s 
couple of extra bedrooms for the 
children and decides to have the 
attic finished. Such a family is 
interested at the moment in extra 
space and not the ultimate resale 
value of the hou.se. Fortunately , 
where the improvement involves 
added rooms, the mark et value of 
the house usually ri.ses. 
Whether the improvement 
is 
functional or merely decorative, 
it serves one important purpose 
at sales time: enhancing the phy s­ 
ical appeal of the house. A nd 
.selling a house quick ly can some­ 
times have a monetary value.

It is impossible to generalize 
about whether the money put into 
the improvement of a home will 
be reflected in the ultimate re­ 
sale price 
The nature of the specific im­ 
provement will determine, to a 
considerable extent, how much, if 
any, of the expenditure is recov­ 
erable. 
But just as important, if not 
more so, is the neighborhood price 
range. It is a fact that, except in 
times of a housing shortage, peo­ 
ple will not spend a great deal 
more for a house than others in 
the neighborhood — even w h e n 
that particular home has several 
desirable improvements. 
The big question is how much 
more are they willing to spend for 
such a house? We put that ques­ 
tion up to Dr. Hurt Flexner, the 
director of 
mortgage financing 
of the American Bankers Associa­ 
tion. and got this reply: 
“ More and more appraisers are 
giving due recognition to the add­ 
l'd market value of a house with 
the right sort of improvements. 
Since banks are dealing with de­ 
positors’ funds, their appraisers 
naturally must be conservative in 
making their decisions 
“ But they are not bound by any 
outmoded notions that would tend 
to discourage desirable home ex­ 
pansions and modernization. They 
are. rn fact, free to set a price 
tag on an improved house that 
can be as much as 25 per cent 
higher than the average level in 
the neighborhood. 
“While any fixed formula or 
rule would obviously he unrealis­ 
tic, the owner of a $25,(HK) home 
! in a neighborhood where m o s t 
homes run about the same price 
would do well generally to set 
a $5,000 limit for improvements 
on which he expects to get his 
money hack at sale time.” 
All this, of course, has nothing 
to do wuth the home owner who 
is interested in making his home 
larger, more comfortable a n d 
more attractive and who is not 
too concerned about whether he 
eventually gets his improvement 
money back 
This might be the case, for ex­ 
ample, where a family needs a 
j rouple of extra bedrooms for the

attic finished 
Such a family is 
interested at the moment in extra 
space and not the ultimate resale 
value of the house. Fortunately, 
where the improvement involves 
added rooms, the market value of 
the house usually rises.

ANSWER: The position of the smokestack in a steamer wall 
generally show where the heavy engines and boilers are lo­ 
cated. In an ocean liner such as we show at the top, the main 
weight of the machinery is generally in the middle, because 
this tends to make the ship more stable as she Dlunges up 
and down in heavy waves. The reason that ore-carrying and 
gram-carrying ships such as those which sail the Great Lakes 
carry their smoke stack far astern is shown in our middle 
picture. The whole body of such a ship is free for loading 
by the chutes shown here leading down into the ship’s hold 
Such a vessel can be loaded in a very short time. Oil tankers 
are built along similar lines. These tankers and ore ships 
have proven to be so practical and efficient that a trend toward 
moving the smoke stack back to tile rear has even taken 
place in many ocean-going ships (lower picture ) With such a 
design, the shaft leading from engine to propeller is shorter
